ey HE sudden death of 

General Harrison is a 
grief, and in a peculiar 
sense a disappointment, 
to the country. 
Lire shares the 
common loss, and 
has a private 
grief besides, for it has 
lost a new _ subscriber 
whom it valued. The 
sense of disappointment 
comes of the blighting of 
expectations 
based upon the 
bold stand Gen- 
eral Harrison 
lately took in 
defense of old-fashioned beliefs about 
the Constitution, and the limitations it 
imposed upon our Government. When 
novel theories about American expan- 
sion and extra-constitutional rights and 
duties were making many men uneasy, 
General Harrison, moved obviously by 
patriotic conviction, took the first 
suitable chance to record his protest 
against measures and tendencies which 
to him seemed dangerous and unwar- 
ranted by law. His protest was of great 
value. He was too big a man to scare 
by ridicule, too eminent and _ influ- 
ential to ignore, too sound a lawyer to 
dismiss as inexpert, too thoroughly 
tried in war and in peace to disparage 
asa patriot. Hardly since John Quincy 
Adams sat in Congress has an ex- 
President done his country so notable 
a service as was done by General Har- 
rison last year. The effect of it will 
last, but a cause which needs leaders

can ill spare such a leader as he. He 
stood inside of the Republican party 
and made his plea in the house of its 
friends. He spoke for conscience, 
righteousness and law, and for the 
maintenance of standards and scruples 
which men whose desires conflicted 
with them have noisily proclaimed to 
be futile and out of date. Years of 
active and earnest life seemed still 
before him, and it seems hard that he 
should have died on the threshold of a 
new period of public service. But at 
least he has died gloriously, and in his 
death has brought a notable career to a 
brilliant close. 
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rI‘HE seven stout men of Delaware 
who kept Addicks out of the 
Senate deserve the thanks of all Ameri- 
cans who are jealous of their country’s 
honor and of the integrity of Congress. 
Their action cost their State pretty 
dear, but it was a brilliant service to 
Delaware’s good name, and made a 
precedent of importance to the whole 
country. Mr. Hanna, it seems, dis- 
approved of it. That speaks worse of 
Mr. Hanna’s moral sense than any- 
thing that anyone has said about him 
since election. He really does not 
seem to understand that there is any- 
thing in the way of public office that 
money should not be allowed to buy. 





‘PDRESIDENT HADLEY, of Yale, 

having warned Boston that if we 
Americans didn’t look skarp we would 
soon have an emperor, has been fol- 
lowing the usual course of speakers of 
bold words in denying that he said 
what he didn’t say. He doesn’t expect 
to see an emperor in Washington. He 
believes that we ae going to look sharp, 
and to develop a more exacting grade 
of public conscience, and to correct the 
present tendency to save trouble by 
making over the care of all our concerns 
to trustees. It is handier for us to 
have Mr. Morgan and other astute and 
responsible gentlemen arrange for the 
economical transaction of the country’s 


business, and to have Mr. Hanna and 
his sort select a President for us, and 
to have Mr. Croker and his sort govern 
our big cities, but Dr. Hadley seems 
not to think that a wholesome way for 
us to be proceeding. Still he is not 
downcast about the future. Nor should 
we be. There is this encouraging possi- 
bility, that the more the management 
of the country’s business is concen- 
trated, the more able men will have 
leisure for politics, and the more 
wealth increases, the more able men 
will be able to afford to be in politics. 
Able and upright men who have retired 
from business promise to be commoner 
than they used to be, and possibly the 
public will get more work out of them. 





N R. CARNEGIE’S disbursements 
~" continue to be interesting. He 
has spattered libraries about so that it 
has come to be an old story, though it 
is a good story still for all that it is 
trite. The five millions he set aside 
just before sailing for England, to take 
care of workmen disabled in the Car- 
negie Mills and to benefit them in other 
ways, seem exceedingly well bestowed, 
and gives, on the whole, a_ better 
impression of Mr. Carnegie’s talent 
as a giver than any single disburse- 
ment that he has achieved. Another 
five millions that he proposes to devote 
to the development of the work of the 
Public Library of New York will also 
do alot of good.

N®? State has livelier or more pro- 
gressive legislators than the great 
State of Indiana. In March the Hoo- 
sier lawmakers passed a bill which 
crowds the Christian Scientists by 
requiring all practitioners of healing to 
be examined and get a license; another, 
which provides that the office of any 
sheriff from whom a prisoner shall be 
taken and lynched, shall be considered 
vacant; another providing for submis- 
sion to popular vote of a constitutional 
amendment permitting woman suf- 
frage. Another bill, which at last ac- 
counts had passed the Hoosier Senate, 
makes preliminary provision for the 
examination of persons who want to get 
married, to the end that the State may 
learn whether they are fit in mind, 
body and estate to assume matri- 
monial responsibilities. Some of the 
Hoosiers are very highly civilized peo- 
ple, and worth watching. There are 
no fitter people in the country on whom 
to try startling legislative experiments 
like woman suffrage and the scientific 
regulation of marriages. Here’s hop- 
ing they will try every likely kind of a 
law that is suggested, so that we may 
know how it works. There ought to be 
at least one State on which legislative 
experiments can be tried, and Indiana, 
being intelligent, prosperous, and of 
sound mind, is an excellent subject.

HE experience of those whose duties call them regularly to 
first nights in New York goes to show that Mr. Hare is not so 
far wrong in his conclusions. He is always greeted by a rep- 
resentative collection of New York theatre-lovers, such as used 
to welcome new performances under the management of Lester 
Wallack and Augustin Daly. Such an assemblage, to which is 
added the expert knowledge of the professional first-nighters, sees 
quickly the good points of a performance and notes equally its 
defects. It is a truer judge of merit than an audience artificially 
recruited or than those that come after it. This bears out Mr. 
The 
more easily-pleased audiences that come after, together with the 
fact that artists are rarely at their best on the occasion of a first 
representation, may cause a piece condemned on its first night to 


Ilare’s statement, and gives a logical reason for his belief. 
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become later a financial or popular success, but this strengthens Mr. 
Hare's argument that the later audiences are the less clever ones. 

A New York first-night audience, not influenced in its make-up 
by the wiles and schemes of the Syndicate, is likely to be the most 
truly appreciative of any during the run of a play, and nine times 
out of ten—or oftener—its verdict will be the correct one. Many 
a manager, who has tried to force a failure to success, has regretted 
that he did not abide by it.

AVING to bolster up the very ghastly enter- 

tainment in the way of a French farce, 
called ‘‘The Lash of a Whip,” it was not 
remarkable that a ghost story done into a 
curtain-raiser should be chosen to eke out 
the programme at the Lyceum. Wisely the 
curtain-raiser was made a curtain-dropper, 
because Captain Marshall’s little one-act 
piece, ‘‘ The Shades of Night,” is so clever and dainty that if it 
came first the farce would suffer so by contrast that no one would 
sit through it. 

‘“The Shades of Night” brings two real lovers into contact with 
two other lovers who are ghosts of the ancestors of the first pair. 
The treatment of the idea rather harks back to a ghost story of Mark 
Twain’s and some of the lines are suggestive of ‘‘ A House Boat 
on the Styx,” but the author has thrown in enough delicacy of 
treatment and originality of situation to make his dramatic skit 
thoroughly entertaining. 

The ghost lovers are well acted by Mr. E. M. Holland and Elsie 
de Wolfe. They have advantage in that the ghosts come from a 
period more picturesque than ours in both costume and speech. 
The lovers of to-day are not at all well acted by Mr. Arnold Daly 
and Grace Elliston. Mr. Daly’s impersonation of the young 
English lover may be true enough to life in awkwardness and 
stiffness, but the young woman who portrays Winifred Yester 
is entirely out of the picture, being declamatory in speech and 
strenuous in movement. It speaks well for the cleverness of the 
play that even the inefficiency of the modern lovers does not 
spoil it. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the piece climaxes in such a 
chestnut as ‘‘I talk too d——d much,” it is bright enough to 
deserve good acting throughout.
